lay Meter has been doing a State of 

the Industry report for nearly 15 
years, tracking trends and peering in- 
side the businesses that make the coin- 
op industry tick. 

I can vividly recall the days before 
computers when Play Meter founder 
Ralph Lally would spend weeks ‘‘com- 
puting” the raw numbers by hand. He 
would stock up on legal pads and pen- 
cils, drag one of us over to his house to 
bounce ideas off of (or put us to work), 
and proceed to crunch out those 
numbers that told us where we were and 
where we were headed. This was “his 
baby,” he would often say. His wife, 
publisher Carol Lally, would be running 
up and down the stairs with lunch or din- 
ner (maybe both!) and lots of strong cof: 
fee. She knew that when he started on 
State of the Industry, time had no 
meaning. 

Ralph’s been gone since 1984 and we 
never miss him more than at this time of 
the year. Computers long ago replaced 
those legal pads and pencils, but his 
hand isin every report we've done since 
his death. We give it the love and care 
that anyone’s baby deserves. 

It’s welcoming to see how many 
responses we get back from operators. 
Each one is carefully studied (anony- 
mously, of course) and all the numbers 
are laboriously combined for industry 
averages. There will always be the 
operator who says his games make 
much more than the average or make a 
lot less. Keep in mind when reading the 
report that these are averages. Youcan 
gauge your own business by these 
numbers and be happy that you are do- 
ing better. 

It’s distressing to know that there will 
be outsiders using this report in negative 
ways and I always urge them not to do 
so. There are so many factors to consider 


in every business before making any 
decision; this report is but one of them. 

One of the biggest differences you will 
notice right away is the industry total of 
$9 billion, up from $7 billion last year. I’ve 
explained the leap in the report, but I’d 
like to restate that there are some signifi- 
cant reasons for this increase. We in- 
cluded some equipment totals that we 
have not included in the past, like ven- 
ding and video pokers. 

One of the most interesting features 
about this report is the comments from 
operators at the back of the story. We 
ponder over these statements and listen 
very carefully to the suggestions they of- 
fer about how to improve our product. 
Operators may not realize how vital 
their opinions really are when it comes 
to planning future issues. Our goal is to 
offer them information that will keep 
them on top of their industry. 

I know how important it is to us to keep 
abreast of the latest in publishing news. 
We get several publishing trade 
magazines and would be lost without 
them. Just as Play Meter does not claim 
to have all the answers to all the industry 
problems, we do promise to offer as 
many tools as possible for each of you to 
decide for yourself. 

A lot of work went into the directory, 
too. To compile a list of everyone with a 
service or product to offer to the coin-op 
industry is amassive undertaking. It’s a 
valuable issue and we're proud to offer 
you one of the best directory issues in the 
industry.

ators who took time out from their 
busy schedules to fill out our 
survey. In fact, an even bigger pat 
on the back is in order because of 
how fast it had to be done. Our 
mailing service mistakenly sent 
the surveys out “bulk” rate, which 
meant they were often showing up 
on desktops after the deadline. 

This report, like those before it, is 
based solely on the responses we 
receive from operators. We learn- 
ed long ago that it’s usually the 
same ones who will spend the time 
telling us all about their business- 
es, SO we Can compare one year to 
previous years to track trends. 
We've seen the rise and drop of 
many types of equipment from 
video games and pinball to cranes 
and basketball games. During the 
past two years there’s seemingly 
been obsessive emphasis on video 
gaming. 

Oregon knocked the wind out of 
a stunned industry when oper- 
ators, who had put forth tireless ef- 
forts to legalize video lottery were 
abandoned. Louisiana was the on- 
ly other state to have video pokers 
(not called video lottery there) up 
and running in 1992. The industry 
has been following the progress of 
Louisiana, learning from its suc- 
cesses and mistakes. 
Introduction 

In the past, the industry depend- 
ed on so few types of equipment 
that when revenues dropped, no 
matter how slightly, bad times 
were predicted. Of course, we most 
often link the coin-op entertain- 
ment industry with video games 
and have become conditioned to 
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gauging the entire industry on 
video game prosperity or lean 
times. 

When you begin to digest the 
numbers set before you, you may 
wonder why the industry gross of 
$9 billion is so much more than it 
has been for the past several years. 
This year we included vending 
machines (mostly cigarette mach- 
ines), which we have never includ- 
ed in the total before. 

We did this because nearly 40% 
of the operators who answered the 
six-page survey Said they operate 
vending equipment, and the most 
common type was cigarette 
machines. Another 24% said they 
do not operate any type of vending 
equipment but are seriously con- 
sidering it. While full-line vending 
may be out of the realm of possibili- 
ty for many operators, the four 
Cs—cigarettes, coffee, cola, and 
candy—can fit nicely into an ex- 
isting business. There’s a general 
consensus among operators that 
viable options are vital in keeping 
an operating company successful. 


VIDEO GAMING 

Another factor that accounts for 
the high industry gross figure is 
video pokers. While the machines 
are legal for payouts in just a few 
states, gray area games are a fact 
of life. It’s hard to get honest, 
straight answers on a touchy sub- 
ject in a survey. Last year we 
figured that only 20% of respond- 
ents operated video gaming mach- 
ines. After this year’s survey we 
feel that 20% is understated. One 
state association director put the 
impact of gray area equipment in 
perspective when he said that

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operators found 40% to 60% of their 
revenues in gray area games. 

We asked operators if the games 
proliferated in their states and 
close to 60% answered that they 
were. The collections on these 
machines are hard, if not impossi- 
ble, to ignore. While we have ex- 
cluded this lucrative equipment 
from the industry totals in the past, 
this year it seemed appropriate to 
include the numbers. 

In fact, the revenues being 
generated from these games is so 
substantial that it can interfere in 
efforts to campaign for legalized 
video gaming. While we hate to 
keep dragging Oregon into every 
video lottery conversation, the fact 
is that operators there took a signi- 
ficant chance on doing their own 
campaigning against gray area 
games, on the assumption that 
when video lottery terminals were 
installed the income would be 
there once again. It didn’t happen 
and more than likely there’s not an 
operator there who wouldn't 
welcome back his gray area games 
and their revenue. 

To the question, “Is your state 
working to legalize video gam- 
ing?’ close to 80% said they were. 
Of that number 15% said they were 
just getting started. Last year 69% 
were involved in a plan to legalize 
the machines. Surprisingly, with 
the attention on gray area games, 
fewer operators claimed that a ban 
on them would hurt their business- 
es (23% compared to 38% last year). 
It’s interesting to note that 53% of 
the responding operators think 
there is too much emphasis on a 
push to legalize video gaming. 


VIDEO GAMES 

Here’s our pet subject for the 
year: what did happen with video 
games? We saw atrend beginning 
to emerge during the ACME show 
in March and saw it continue 
through to the AMOA in the fall— 
bigger, more elaborate, high-tech 
virtual reality games.

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AVERAGE WEEKLY GROSS COLLECTIONS BY THE TYPE OF MACHINE 
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some may have questioned the 
need for such expensive toys, the 
manufacturers seemed to have 
assessed the industry’s needs. 

‘Pocket parks” is the new buzz- 
word heard throughout the in- 
dustry. As the economy took a 
nosedive, there seemed to be a 
need for entertainment closer to 
home. Pocket parks filled that need 
with large entertainment com- 
plexes housing everything from go- 
karts and bumper boats to video 
games and food. But these loca- 
tions weren't looking for just any 
old video game. They required at- 
tractions. 

We can track the trend toward 
arcade operations in the number of 
operators operating only street 
locations, only arcades, and both. 
This year the number of operators 
with street locations dropped from 


nearly 50% to 39%, while the 
number operating both street and 
arcade locations rose to 45%. The 
number of street locations dropped 
from 380,000 to 328,000 in a year, 
while the number of arcades rose 
from 9,500 to 11,000. 

Although 54% said they bought 
fewer video games than they had 
the previous year, and the major 
reason was high prices, 60% said 
they were satisfied with the equip- 
ment that was being offered. This 
should be comforting to manufac- 
turers, as only two years ago less 
than 30% said they were happy 
with the equipment citing lack of 
innovation as a major reason. This 
time 14% (compared to over 30% in 
1990) named lack of innovation as 
the major reason they bought less 
equipment. 

Revenues on dedicated video 
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games dropped slightly from $95 to 
$89 while kits showed a 30% in- 
crease to $69 from $53 the previous 
year. Admittedly, though oper- 
ators indicated they were happy 
with the quality of equipment be- 
ing offered, they bought fewer 
video games. The previous year 
250,000 video games were purchas- 
ed; that number dropped con- 
siderably in 1992 to 173,000. 

Video games still dominate the 
equipment mix. Over 91% operate 
video games, making video the 
most popular type in any equip- 
ment mix. Operators have about 
1.2 million video games on location 
(same as it was last year) and 58% 
of those are kits. 


PINBALL 
Ah, pinball! We witnessed the 
decline of pinball not too many 
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years ago and held our breath for 
its total demise. That was not to be. 
Instead, pinball has emerged 
stronger than ever. Pinball has 
gone from 18,000 new game pur- 
chases in 1987 to over 40,000 in 
1992. Each pinball manufacturer 
offers unsurpassed adventure for 
pinball lovers and newcomers to 
the game. 

The average weekly gross on pin- 
ball has risen 29% to $81 from $63 
the previous year. This time 64% 
said they had bought more pinball 
machines, compared to 40% the 
previous year. Operators have 
nearly 250,000 pinballs on location, 
up from 200,000 last year. 


JUKEBOXES 
It’s clear that more and more 
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operators are opting to replace 
their 45s with CDs. New vinyl 
jukebox purchases are dwindling, 
down to just 9,000, while CD pur- 
chases are remaining fairly consis- 
tent at around 30,000 per year. 
When asked if they thought 45 
rpm records would be obsolete in 
the next two years, 42% said yes. 
The previous year just 28% thought 
they would be. Although there 
have been comments on inade- 
quate enforcement of unlicensed 
jukeboxes, 47% said they thought 
enforcement had been aggressive 
enough. Nearly 98% said they have 
licensed their jukeboxes but 62% 
said they know of unlicensed 
jukeboxes in their operating area. 
Operators were much more likely 
to turn in violators, too, as 30% ad-

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mitted they had done so. The 
previous year only 16% said they 
had reported unlicensed juke- 
boxes. 


REDEMPTION 

Redemption, on the rise for the 
past two years, has settled in con- 
siderably more than before. 
Redemption weekly gross collec- 
tions per game peaked at $252 in 
1991, dropped to $121 last year, and 
seems to have leveled off at $136 
now. That figure should remain 
constant through next year. 

There's been little change in the 
number of operators with redemp- 
tion equipment, but a significant 
change in those considering it. Just 
21% said they were making plans 
to get into redemption, compared

to 53% who were considering it last 
year. Of those responding to the 
survey, 48% said they have no in- 
tention of adding redemption to 
their routes; last time that number 
was 15%. 

We asked operators if they 
thought redemption was playing a 
bigger role in the industry. The 
results: 55% said yes and they were 
glad; 17% said yes, but they 
thought it was harmful to the in- 
dustry; and 28% said redemption 
was not playing a bigger role. 

Cranes and rotaries have re- 
mained fairly stable; 71% are 
operating them (up slightly from 
last year’s 65%). Of that number 
49% are using a pre-pack assort- 
ment (40% last time) and 23% are 
mixing their own. The weekly gross

average of cranes and rotaries is 
$101, down just a bit from $105 last 
time. Operators once again 
reported new purchases around 
12,000 units for a grand total of 
65,000 on location. 

Basketball games have shown a 
rise in weekly gross revenue, up to 
$81 from $75 last year. Operators 
reported new purchases at about 
3,000 units and have 14,000 of them 
on location. These numbers should 
remain fairly constant over the 
next few years. 


POOL AND DARTS 

We usually discuss these two 
segments of the industry in the 
same breath because of the strong 
league programs associated with 
them. When discussing the 
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“basics” of the coin-op industry, 
pool and darts are always mention- 
ed along with the steady jukebox. 
It was a banner year for 
operators joining pool leagues. Of 
the nearly 80% of operators 
operating pool tables (up from 71% 
previously), 21% of them are involv- 
ed in a league program. That’s a 
28% increase from the year before! 
Operators bought 26,000 new 
tables (down slightly from the year 
before) and have over 220,000 
tables in locations. (Remember the 
328,000 street locations. A majority 
of them are bars and other ap- 
propriate places for pool tables.) 
Average weekly gross collections 
dropped from $142 to $86, but that 
could be attributed to the switch to 
75-cent play the previous year. The 
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$142 was abnormally (good, 
however!) high compared to the 
past 10 years. Eliminating last 
year’s high, the $86 figure is higher 
than it has ever been before. 

Speaking of price per play, it’s 
happily noted that a mere 1% are 
still getting 25 cents. The majority 
(71%) have their tables set on 
50-cent play, but a growing number 
(28%) are getting 75 cents. The 
number of operators charging 75 
cents and even $1 should continue 
to grow. 

The number of operators finding 
success with electronic darts is 
also increasing. This time 54% said 
they were operating darts; 22% of 
those are using dart leagues. That 
number is up 46% from last year’s 
15% who said they were using dart 


leagues. As with pool, that number 
should show a steady growth. 

The average weekly gross collec- 
tion on electronic darts was up to 
$50 per game from $39 previously. 
Operators bought close to 30,000 
games and have 140,000 on loca- 
tion. 


FOOSBALL, AIR HOCKEY, 
AND SHUFFLEBOARD 

Operators looking for steady, 
reliable income didn’t have to go 
far. Slightly over 52% said they are 
operating foosball, 43% air hockey, 
and 25% shuffleboards. Foosball is 
averaging $35 per week ($39 last 
year). Air hockey reported an 
average of $86 per week ($95 last 
year), and shuffleboards dropped 
to $30 ($43 last year). 
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Operators bought close to 6,000 
new air hockey tables and have 
about 11,000 on location. They 
bought the same number of 
foosballs (6,000) and have 20,000 of 
those on location. Shuffleboard 
purchases were up just a few hun- 
dred, 1,400 compared to 1,000 
previously. There’s approximately 
14,000 on location. 


DOWN TO BUSINESS 
Computers are fast becoming a 
mainstay in the average operator’s 
route. For the past several years 
we ve asked operators if they are 
using a computer in their business 
and each year the number saying 
they are has increased. This time is 
no exception. Over 75% said they 
are using a computer (up from 60%) 
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and another 13% said they are con- 
sidering it. There’s still that ele- 
ment that does not want anything 
to do with modernizing their 
bookkeeping—12% said they have 
no intention of ever using a com- 
puter; that’s down, though, from 
the 19% the previous year. 

The economic outlook seemed to 


be laced with a ray of hope for 10% 
of the operators who said the 
economy in their areas was im- 
proving (last time a mere 4% said it 
was getting better). Last time over 
73% said the economy was worse; 
this time 48% said it was worse. The 
22% of those who last year said the 
economy was unchanged rose to 
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42% this year. 

The average operator has 7.4 
employees, up slightly from 6.9 last 
year. He also employs 2.6 full-time 
technicians and 1.8 part-time 
technicians (last year he had 2.8 
full-time and 3 part-time). 

Commission splits seem to be 
veering toward a better arrange- 
ment for operators. CD jukeboxes 
gave operators the opportunity to 
negotiate for a more fair portion of 
the earnings. This is reflected in the 
71% who reported they are still set 
at the typical 50/50 arrangement 
(down from 86%). Fewer are getting 
less than 50%, and an even bigger 
percentage are getting more than 
50% (9% are getting 60%). 

Operators seem to be cautiously 
optimistic about the industry—20% 
said they are more confident than 
they were at this time last year, 
when only 16% said so. When ask- 
ed if they are satisfied with their 
distributors, 75% said they were 
(71% last year), while 25% said they 
weren t. 

There hasn’t been a mad rush to 
join associations, since the same 
54% are members of AMOA and 
about the same number are 
members of a state association. 
Only 1% said their states do not 
have associations. It would be 
great to see an increase in associa- 
tion membership next year. If you 
don’t, or haven’t ever belonged to 
an association, give it a try fora 
year. You may wonder why you 
never did it before. 

OUTLOOK 

It was a very interesting year. 
Toward the end of the year AMOA 
was Called a “watershed” show 
because it signaled the beginning 
of significant changes in the 
industry. 

The IAAPA show, held just after 
AMOA, gave coin-op attendees a 
chance to experience a broader in- 
dustry of which we are a part. 
Operators are deeply concerned 
about the coin-op industry. Of 
those polled, 74% said they are very 
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concerned about the prospect of 
manufacturers crossing over into 
operating. 

Although manufacturers have 
long been associated with large ar- 
cade chains, there’s concern that 
street operations are on the shopp- 
ing list of some major Japanese 
manufacturers. I’m certain that 
the industry structure in Japan, 
where the major manufacturers 
are the major operators, has come 
under scrutiny over here. Can it 
run in a Similar way? That should 
be answered—good or bad— 
sometime in the next 12 months. 

The credit for a good year goes to 
Capcom’s Street Fighter II with the 
hope that someone will do that 
again. Of course, experience has 
shown that a game like Pac-Man 
and Street Fighter IJ only comes 
along every few years. But games 
like Mortal Kombat and Lethal En- 
forcers are proving that theory a 
little premature. 

There’s some dissension in the in- 
dustry right now over speed-up 
kits. Although the issue probably 
won't see the inside of acourtroom, 
it will be discussed for a long time 
to come. Capcom will continue to 
fight anyone else’s kit while com- 
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ing out with its own to appease 
distributors and their customers. 

Of course, we’ll see more action 
(or inaction) on video lottery this 
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year. Every state that has passed a 
law making the machines legal will 
tell you it takes anywhere from 
three to five years to get that far. 
Since many states began their trek 
towards legalizing these machines 
about two-or three years ago, it’s 
about time for others besides Loui- 
siana, South Dakota, Oregon, and 
Montana (possibly West Virginia 
before press time) to legalize video 
lottery. It’s possible that some state 
associations may decide to cam- 
paign against it for fear of harming 
the industry. 

There no doubt will be a con- 
tinued influx of modern, futuristic 
pocket parks bursting with the 
latest in entertainment tech- 
nology. Manufacturers like Sega, 
Namco, and Atari will offer dazzl- 
ing new spectacles of simulators 
and games for these locations. But 
the street operators hopefully will 
not be forgotten or overlooked. 
There should be a healthy selec- 
tion of pieces for bars and lounges. 

There will also be a continuing 
selection of redemption pieces 
from the well-known manufac- 
turers to the little-known ones with 
a better mousetrap. At ACME and 
AMOA ’93, there should be even 
more optimism and a stunning ar- 
ray of redemption pieces for all 
types of locations. — 

Finally, operators will be follow- 
ing the telecommunications issue 
very Closely. We asked operators if 
they were aware of the problem 
and 60% said they were, while 40% 
don’t know anything about it. Ifthe 
telephone companies are allowed 
to send games over phone lines, it 
could seriously affect the industry. 
Predictions? Some claim it won't 
happen for at least 10 years, while 
others feel it will be much sooner 
that we feel the devastation. 

To sum up the outlook for the 
coin-op industry for 1993 in 25 
words or less, we'd have to repeat 
the words heard most often. at 
AMOA ’92: “Upbeat, man, 
upbeat!” L)

hat you are about to read 
could possibly be the most 
telling indicator of the state of the 
coin-op industry. These are can- 
did comments from operators 
who took the time to give their 
opinions on the industry. 

As you'll notice right away, 
most of the comments concern 
high game prices and a soft 
economy. But there are many 
positive quotes, too.

Worse yet is 
the way Capcom lied about 
Champion Edition, first saying it 
would only be dedicated, then 
releasing the kit two months 
later. Personally, I think the 
fighting games have gotten out of 
hand. Not only are there too 
many being brought to market, 
the excessive violence seen 
recently has far exceeded the 
limits of good taste. I’m hearing 
more complaints about the 
violence now than ever before. If 
we don’t stop it ourselves, so- 
meone else will force us to.”

“Lousy!” —Mississippi 
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“A problem plaguing our in- 
dustry is the lack of standard 
upright videos. It seems there are 
almost no reasonably sized 
cabinets anymore. Manufac- 
turers would be wise to offer us a 
normal Outrun-sized cabinet 
(with a 27-inch monitor) as well as 
super-duper deluxe and giant 
move-with-a-forklift sitdown 
models.”

“Even with these and other more 
serious problems (such as telco 
and dollar coin), I still love our in- 
dustry.

‘Indian gaming, legalized VLTs, 
redemption, and fiber-optics are 
all making me more certain of my 
need to run larger and stronger 
leagues and tournaments for my 
accounts only! This year I united 
my league promotions only to my 
accounts (no more making 
dollars for my competitors). I in- 
stalled eight new pool tables:and 
18 new darts into new accounts, 
which wanted to participate in 
my leagues, not their vendors’ 
leagues. We continue to “bust 
our butts” for our locations and 
their customers (our league 
players). We have added two 
more league/tourney staffers to 
handle our 28 percent increase in 
pool leagues and our 50 percent 
increase in dart leagues for the 
fall/winter season. Gambling, 
redemption, and all else might 
come and go, but my leagues and 
tournaments are guaranteed 
dollars in my cash boxes each 
and every week of the season. 
Next week I am having our first 
‘““‘bowl-a-thon”’ for our league 
players (hope it’s a success) to 
raise dollars. We are also kicking 
off a candy sale to help get the 
teams to Las Vegas for national 
competition in May (NDA and 
VNEA tourneys). We got a cor- 
porate sponsor (beer company) to 
help out with cash and promo- 
tions and are anxiously trying to 
help them sell more beer to com- 
pensate for the dollars they’ve 
put into the cause. If you ask 
me—and you did—that’s the 
backbone of our business. We’re 
running leagues by FAX in other 
counties very successfully (for 
the second year) and are building 
loyalty in players.” — Wisconsin
